NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—(4’)—The 
Navy disclosed Sunday the war- 
time secret of “huff duff,” an elec- 
tronic long distance detection de- 
vice which played a major part 
in winning the battle of the At- 
lantic. 

Technically called high fre- 
quency direction finder (the in- 
tials HF-DF rapidly became “huff 
duff” in service slang), the elec- 
trical “finger” can spot a ship or 
plane halfway around the world. 
It was used as a teammate of radar 
and sound devices which spot ob- 
jectives at a much shorter distance 
only. 

The Navy told how the device 
on board ships, planes and in a 
network of shore stations succeed- 
ed in breaking up U-boat wolf 
packs ‘efore they could assemble 
and how at least one of the sub- 
marines which landed saboteurs 
on the Long Island and Florida 
coasts in 1942 was located and 
sunk before it could escape. 

What the device does is pick 
up any voice or code radio signal 
transmitted on the international

In a press demonstration at the 
Great River, Long Island, labora- 
tories of the Federal] Telephone 
and Radio Corporation, which did 
a large part of the research, a 
Bermuda sending station was pin- 
pointed on a giant electrical map 
within seconds after “line of di- 
rection” reports were received 
from several listening posts along 
the coast and from the local re- 
ceiver. The “line of direction” ap- 
pears as an ellipse on the face of 
a cathode viewing tube which is 
marked off in the 360 degrees of 
a circle. And because the earth is 
a virtual circle, the direction of 
the ellipse on the tube is the direc- 
tion from which the signal is com- 
ing.

For Atomic Bomb Test in Spring 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—(UP)snew wea 


Joint Army-Navy plans to test the 
effect of atomic bombs on a huge 
naval task force have been com- 
pleted and turned over to the joint 
chiefs of staff who soon will an- 
nounce the site, date and other de- 
tails, Vice Adm. V. H. P. Blandy, 
depity chief of naval operations 
for special weapons, disclosed Sun- 
day night. 

The long-awaited tests, which 
may revolutionize modern naval 
warfare by rendering surface-going 
ships obsolescent, will not be held 
before spring—March 21—Blandy 
said. 

But the task force, made up of 
every type of naval vessel, is being 
assembled. Its composition is a 
secret but it is expected to include 
captured German and Japanes2 
units as well as old American 
vessels. 

Blandy outlined progress of the 
test planning at a press conference 
Friday at which Secretary of the 
Navy James VV.

Independent as 
A Hog on Ice 


One of the difficulties in labor disputes which 
enormously complicates settlement is that the dis- 
pute involves not merely persons but persons with 

a tradition and a culture which make them inherently a free 
people. 

Americans are brought up to believe in their “rights”. In seek- 
ing them or defending them, whether they be management or labor, 
they almost inevitably are somewhat narrow in viewpoint, stubborn 
and unwilling to compromise what they, mistakenly or not, consider 
to be their “rights”. 

John L. Lewis, of the mine workers, is given to many words and 
many Shakespearian quotations. Rarely is he given to anything 
profound. 

Yet he approached it in one of his best-remembered statements 
even though he meant it to be a statement of defiance and arro- 
gant power. 

“You cannot dig coal with bayonets,” he said, when certain radio 
commentators and editorialists who consider themselves profound, 
were demanding that soldiers be sent into action to “settle” the 
coal mine dispute. The war was on and coal desperately was 
needed to keep the war plants going. 

This demand had risen to a sort of crescendo shriek until 
John L. Lewis silenced it with his statement that you cannot dig 
coal with bayonets. 

In a dictatorship, which some few Americans would like, it is 
possible to dig coal with slave labor. But this country, which has 
never lost a war and which was founded on the principle, mistaken- 
ly or not, that all men are created equal, is made up of people who 
never think of themselves as compelled to do anything except die 
and pay taxes. 

“Independent as a hog on ice” is an axiom you will not find in 
the collected axioms of any other country. 

Had the soldiers been sent to the mines with orders to make the 
men return to work, on threat of jail or’ hanging, the jails would 
have been full and, if hanging had been ordered, the gallows trees 
would have borne almost constant fruit. After a few hangings 
some coal would have been mined, but not much. The plants 
would never have reached half capacity. 

You can’t mine coal with bayonets and you cannot make auto- 
mobiles or telephone calls with them. It is important to remem.- 
ber that. 


In all of the disputes now upsetting the temper and 
economy of the country there is a struggle for power 
between leaders of labor and industry. That is unfortunate but 
inevitable. The two most powerful groups in this country are 
industry and labor. In other countries and in other centuries the 
struggle for power between leaders of religious groups, then the 
most powerful forces, threw nations into turmoil and strife. The 
history of France, for instance, and of England will serve as good 
illustrations of this fact. 

What seems to be emerging from the present struggle, as evi- 
denced by the statements of young Henry Ford and the contract 
made by the Kaiser Company, is that the financial situation of 
the mass producing industries be considered in wage contracts since, 
in these industries, it is not possible to award the mass production 
workers on a basis of individual merit. 

There is this inherent danger in the proposal. Since the auto- 
mobile came along more than 600 companies have been formed to 
manufacture them. 

Almost all of them failed. 

The top producing companies, suc.. as General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler, and so on, have succeeded not because their assembly line 
men were better than those of other plants, even those that failed, 
but because their designers, their engineers and their program of 
management produced a product which would sell and their wages 
attracted skilled men to do the job or assembly. 

The incentive has been, and is, profits. If this incentive be left 
entirely uncontrolled it becomes an evil as the long black record of 
child labor, sweat shops, and degrading exploitation of workers 
demonstrates. Nevertheless, the incentive must not be destroyed. 

It is on this hook we now are hung. Certainly the moral right 
of success demands that those who helped create it should have a 
share of it. But the danger is that as the new pattern grows out 
of the present fight it will go too far. 

Let us reduce it from a big mass-producing automobile company 
to the cafe business, which also is a highly competitive business 
with a high record of mortality. 

If a three-waiter cafe, by virtue of the management’s ability to 
buy food, find a cook who can turn it out so that people like to eat 
it, and hire waiters who will give good, pleasant service, makes a 
success it cannot be argued that the resulting profits largely should 
be turned over to the cook and waiters. If so, the incentive of the 
manager to work hard at careful buying, and planning would be 
dissipated and he would have no interest in going ahead with his 
business. Yet assuredly his success should mean that his employes 
who carry out his plans should have some share in it. 

He can do a better job of it than a great automobile plant be- 
cause he deals individually. The automobile plant managers can- 
not know the names and individual merits of their employes. 
Therein lies another illustration of the dangers inherent in the 
present struggle. If the pattern be cut to fit Willow Run or its 
neighbors it will not fit, and cannot fit, the Busy Bee cafe, the 
neighborhood garage, or any other small business. Yet, once the 
pattern is cut it will become the national pattern. 

It is tough and it is a problem of people. 

Neither bayonets, blackjacks nor clubs are the answer.

As a matter of fact, this camp was completely destroyed, under 
specific orders, shortly after the British troops first arrived. 

So complete in detail is Mr. Hynd’s denial, no one can place 
any further credence in the false story. It should, however, serve 
good purpose as an object lesson to us all, a lesson not to believe 
reports which, on their face, overtax credulity. 


Says Mr. Hynd After stating the destruction of the Belsen 


camp, Mr. Hynd, on the floor of commons, 
continued by saying that the only assembly center anywhere near 
the former site of the Belsen camp is at Hoehne, where a large 
number of displaced persons, among them 9,500 Jews, are accom- 
modated., 

“This center,” he said, “is run by the British Red Cross Society 
under the direction of a relhef detachment of the military authori- 
ties. The Jewish displaced persons Maintain their own guards, 
workshops, recreation rooms and sick bay, and organize their own 
working parties and administration.

Included in the staff are some German doctors and nurses who 
work under the direction of UNRRA doctors. Each displaced person 
has at least two blankets, as have all displaced persons in assembly 
centers, and all have received a fresh outfit of clothing since leaving 
the Belsen concentration camp. 

“There is no censorship of newspapers within the center. No 
restriction is placed on Zionist activities, and complete freedom 
of movement in and out of the camp is permitted. 

“A minimum ration scale of 2,000 calories per day is prescribed 
for all displaced persons in the British zone, with additions for 
workers and other special categories. This is much in excess of 
what is being received by the Germans. Frequent levies of clothing 
for the benefit of displaced persons have been made on the German 
population to augment such imported clothing as has been avail- 
able. Every effort is made to provide adequate protec- 
tion against the cold. Deficiencies still exist, particularly in blan- 
kets and men’s overcoats, but steps are being taken to make good 
the shortages.

Truman Democratic 
Nominee. in 1948? 


W ASHINGTON.—It is far too early to sav at 

this time, of course, but something more than 

a germ of suspicion is being planted in the 

minds of party leaders that President Truman may not be a willing 
candidate to succeed himself in 1948. 

Mr. Truman's current difficulties with congress offer the latest 
contribution to the thought. His recent fireside talk to the nation © 
revealed plainly enough that he is none too happy over the way 
his legislative program has been received. 


| 

Even before this, a certain amount of spec- 
ulation had arisen over his 1948 plans. 
Most of it turned on the known fact that he never had any 
ambitions to become President. He did not seek the office of vice 
president and reluctantly consented for his name to be presented 
at the Chicago convention. 

Actually, Mr. Truman went to Chicago with plans for placing 
the name of James F. Byrnes in nomination for vice president. 
He failed to do so only because Mr. Byrnes withdrew his candidacy. 


Those who were with him at the White House on the afternoon 
of President Roosevelt’s death and before he himself had yet been 
administered the oath were deeply impressed with the sincerity 
of his utterances over the responsibility that had fallen on his 
shoulders. 

While waiting in the cabinet room for Chief Justice Stone to 
come and administer the oath, Mr. Truman, surrounded by high 
government dignitaries and leaders of his party in congress, stood 
off to one side for a few minutes talking to former Rep. Robert 
Ramspeck, the then majority whip in the house. 

They were looking out over the White House grounds from an 
open window. Mr. Truman, according to Ramspeck, kept repeating 
over and over again: “This is the last thing in the world I wanted 
to happen—the very last thing.” He continually shook his head 
in solemn negation by way of emphasis. 

Since then he has said other things to his intimates to indicate 
rather clearly that he is none too pleased with the heavy burdens 
of his office. Mrs. Truman, a quiet, home-loving woman, has also 
said some significant things. 

And so it is that some doubt has arisen in the minds of Demo- 
cratic leaders as to the President's 1948 intenttons. 

These doubts have not been sufficiently confirmed to cause 
party leaders to map out a plan of action, but they have been 
enough to turn attention already to other availables in the party, 
in the event Mr. Truman ultimately should decide to step aside.

A growing number of Democratic leaders are coming to look 
on Gen. Eisenhower as offering an ideal type of candidate in 1948, 
if anything should remove Mr. Truman from the picture. He has 
proven his ability as both a soldier and a diplomat. 

He is the sort of a candidate who, if taken over by the Demo- 
cratic party, would be certain to win, it seems. His nomination 
would tend to assure eight more years of Democratic White House 
control. 

There is nothing in the recent record to show whether the 
former Allied commander is by inclination a Republican or a 
Democrat. Like most professional Army men, he has steered clear 
of politics. 

But party leaders are not concerned about this. 

It is unlikely that anything can or will be done to advance Gen. 
Fisenhower’s name for the nomination until President Truman's 
plans are clarified If Mr. Truman is a candidate to succeed him- 
self. he can hardly be defeated for the nomination. No sitting 
President ever has been. 

But in the course of events, if it should be revealed that Mr. 
Truman is set against offering for re-election, then a concerted 
movement may be expected in his behalf. 

If anything should happen to persuade Mr. Truman against 
running for re-election, Gen. Fisenhower is a figure to watch. The 
possibilities are already being studied by some of the top-ranking 
leaders in the party.

What it appears to add up to 
is that we as a nation, emerging 
from the war as the outstanding 
world power, are about to back 
out of our solemn responsibility 
in so far as tending to what might 
be called the dirty little details.

We've gone, too, through the me-| 
chanics of setting up organiza- 
tions to keep the peace and pro- 
vide for rehabilitation of devastat- 
ed Allied nations in UNO, and the 
world bank and stabilization fund. 
But, that done, there is a tendency 
to start shouting to bring all the 
boys back home and forget about | 
it all. 

One of the dirty little details 
is the occupation of Germany and 
Japan. The reason for that is to 
make sure that those nations nev- 
er again build up the national 
psychology or momentum to try 
to impose their will on the rest of 
us, and to see that they do not 
get the implements to carry out 
another war of conquest, even if 
they should get the idea.

Prefer Trains 


By GEORGE GALLUP

PRINCETON, N. J.—It would 
be nearly a tossup whether a per- 
son took a train or a plane today, 
if the cost were the same—and 

he could get reservations. 

It would thus appear that the 
great advances made by aviation 
during the past decade have been 
paralleled by increasing accept- 
ance of the airplane as a mode 
of travel. In 1937 the Institute 
found almost twice as many pre- 
ferring train travel as preferred 
plane travel. 

People who today prefer planes 
to trains say they like airplane 
travel because “it is faster than 
train travel,” because “it is more 
comfortable,” or because they 
“want to experience flying.” 

The majority of people, who 
stick to the train as their way cf 
traveling, say they do so because 
“trains are safer,” and because 
they “enjoy the scenery.” 

These are the facts emerging 
|from a survey in which a cross- 
' section of the voting population 
'had the issue of trains-vs.-planes 
| put before them as follows: 
| “If you had the money and 
| wanted to take a 1,000-mile trip 
‘across the country, and the cost 
was the same, would you prefer 
to go by railroad or airplane?” 

Nationwide results: 

Prefer plane .... .. 46% 

Prefer train . . 54 


How people feel on the question 
is influenced to no little degree 
by their age. Those under 30 
years of age prefer planes by a 
large majority, whereas people 
who are 50 years of age or older 
are just as overwhelmingly in fa 
vor of traveling by train rather 
than by airplane. People between 
30 and 50 split about evenly, 51 
per cent preferring train travel, 
49 per cent airplane travel.

ALL IN THE GAME

(Editor’s note: This column was 
The Pyramids Teotihuacan, Mexico, on Jan. 6. 
layed in arrival, but still is timely.) 

Like a death mask, the pyramids to the sun god and the moon 
god reach into the deep blue sky at the archeological city of Teoti- 
huacan, which is in the valley of Mexico, 45 kilometers from the 

heart of the teeming Aztec capital. 

It is well established that the pyramids 
were constructed centuries before the 
birth of the Christ Child. But just when 
and by whom is an inscrutable mystery 
that will endure civilization. 

For when the Conqueror Cortez came, the 

original Hitler ordered all records destroyed. 

Parchment was burned and hieroglyphics on 

stone mutilated or done away with completely. 

There is no record to show that the Toltecs, 

the master architects, built the pyramids. The 

magnitude of the monuments and the series 

of superimposed structures which are still 

with them, plus the colorful dyes, suggest that a long period of 
time was required-for the city of Teotihuacan to develop. The 
tribes had no assistance. They had no animals for labor then. It 
was necessary for them to tug and haul the great stones into place. 

The main thoroughfare of the city is called the “Avenue of the 
Dead.” The Mexican government has established an institute of 
history there, but the attempt to reconstruct the ancient civiliza- 
tion and determine the peoples who inhabited the city is based 
on guesswork and on some of the relics found in the San Angelo 
lava fields. 


It seems a matter of popular assumption—that is to say, 
approximately, as they do on all matters of historical import— 
that the Toltecs, worshipers of gods pertaining to nature, such 
as the sun, moon, fire and the stars, completed the pyramids 
prior to the arrival of the Aztecs. When the Aztecs came from 
far places—beyond Alaska and reaching to Siberia, approxi- 
mately—there was, and is, historical knowledge of many of 
the activities of this tribe, which sacrificed maidens to 
the gods. 


The maidens, by decree of the chieftains, had no more chance 
than El Toro in the bull ring. They were placed on sacrificial altars 
atop the pyramids and their hearts cut out with stone knives in 
supplication to the gods. The civilization hasn’t changed much in 
regard to the fighting bulls. Only difference is that their hearts 
are stabbed with the stiletto the matador carries concealed under 
his red cape. And this is done in the name of sweet charity. The 
carcass of El Toro is sliced up for consumption by the poor.

Fire seemed to come 
from his nostrils as he snorted and pawed the ground. When 
he bellowed 1 took to the boards for sanctuary and have been 
playing frontennis ever since,” solemnly spoke Senor Garcia.

Report on State 
Liquor Status 


There are only 33 countjes in 


eorgia where liquor may be le- | 
gally sold, according to the latest | 
report of the Georgia Temperance | 
League, which revealed that in the | 


past two years six counties voted 
dry. These are Polk, Rockdale, 
Wayne, Decatur, Mitchell and Lee. 

In addition, the report continues, 
the county commissioners of Semi- 
nole county have announced that 


there will be no licenses issued for | 


liquor stores in that county out- 


side the city of Donalsonville in| 


1946 and the sale of liquor in Pu- 
laski, Terrell and Coffee counties 
is confined to Hawkinsville, Daw- 
son and Douglas within these 
counties. 


In regard to the beer situation | 


in the state, the Temperance 
League lists Polk, Spalding, Rock- 
dale, DeKalb and Taylor counties, 
and the cities of Vienna and Hel- 
ena as voting against licensing out- 
lets for 1946. The sale of beer is 
now prohibited in 66 counties. 

In 32 other counties, according 
to this report, there are restric- 
tions limiting the sale to cities 
within incorporated limits, or in 
some instances, to places outside 
incorporated limits, thus leaving 
only 61 counties where there are 
not some restrictions. 

The sale of wine, the report 
concludes, is prohibited in 75 
counties.

again at 8 p. m. today in the civic 
room of the Ansley hotel on 
“World Order Is the Goal.” The 
publie is invited. 

“The spirit of Christ has also a 
universal aspect,” the speaker as- 
serted, “as the spirit of truth 
which returns many times in his- 
tory to carry forward an ever-ad- 
vancing civilization. The Baha'is 
look upon the teachings of Abra- 
ham, Moses, Krischa, Zoroaster 
and Mohammed as examples of 
the spirit of truth, because all 
these produced religious cultures 
and new phases of civilization. 

“Today the spirit of truth as giv- 
en to the world by Baha’u’llah 
(founder of the Baha’i faith) con- 
stitutes a fresh impulse for civill- 
zation and a fresh impact with the | 
spirit of truth.” 

Mrs. Baker, who has spoken at 

25 colleges, including four In- 
dian and 20 Negro colleges, was 
the Baha'i platform representative 
at the San Francisco conference 
last May, and has just returned 
from a tour to Mexico.
